THAT BIG MEETING. 


Which Failed to Overturn the Hill 
Boom, 


{3 REGARDED AS A COMPLETE FAILURE. 


Colonel John R. Fellows Laughs at 
| the Mugwumps, 


AS DOES CONGRESSMAN COCHRAN, 


The New York Democracy Is Thoroughly 
United, and Will Send a Solid Hill 
Delegation to Chicago, 


WASHINGTON, February 12.—[Special.]— 
‘The anti-Hill demonstration in New York last 


night is looked upon here by New York demo-— 


crats as a tame affair. 

They cannot see anything in it to cause any 
alarm to the straightout democrats of the 
Empire State. 

Indeed,- they look upon it with a great 
amount of contempt. Instead of it creating 
any fear as to democratic success in New York 
state, it is looked upon as rather a good thing 
for the democracy, for with this mugwump 
crowd fighting the straightout democrats, the 
straigh ‘outs are certain to be united and held 
together as they have never held before. 
It is the same old crowd who have fought 
the reguiar democracy of New York for the 
past three years. 

I saw some of the New York democrats about 
the matter today. There is not the least 
amount of annoyance expressed by them. 

Congressman Fellows Talks. 

Congressman John R. Fellows, one of the 
greatest of New York orators, when approached 
this afternoon, said: 

“T have seen Bob Ingersoll fill Cooper Union 
to overflowing to denounce Christ; why should 
it not be filled, then, to denounce Hill? The 
meeting amounts to nothing. - Themen who 
were the leaders in the meeting are men who 
have never supported Hill, and have always at- 
tempted to split the regular democracy of New 
York.’”’ 

“Do you have any fears of this crowd calling 
another convention to select delegates to 
Chicago?” 

“Notin the least. There will be no other 
convention, and there will be no opposition 
delegates to the regular delegates. The Cleve- 
land men, you will observe, are fighting to 
elect delogates in the February convention. 
Could they be successful, they would be per- 
fectly satisfied with the convention on the 
date it has been called. It issimply a fight 
made by Mr. Cleveland’s friends either to 
carry New York orfor him to destroy the 
party. They seemed determined to rule or 
ruin, but, fortunately for the democracy, they 
can do neither, The convention was called 
regularly in the regular way, andthe execu- 
tive committee of the democracy was unani- 
mously in favor of the date selected. 
The great mass of democrats tn New York 
are thoroughly satisfied. Itis absurd for any 
one to think that this opposition will amount 
to anything.” 

What Cochran Has tofay,. 

Congressman W. Bourke Cochran, the great 
Tammany orator and leader, in response to an 
inquiry, said: 

‘'T jook upon that meeting last night with 
contempt. It amounts to nothing. It will do 
nothing, and even if it tried, could  ac- 
complish nothing. I think thisis about the 
last you will hear of this crowd of mug- 
wumps. There were a few democratsin the 
meeting, and the democrats will support the 
regular ticket. I look upon mugwump op- 
position as beneficial to the democratic party. 
We have never gained an__ elec- 
tion , in New York’ = with the 
mugwump support, and were they with 
us now I would have very grave doubts as to 
the result. New York will send a solid Hill 
delegation to the national convention, and I 
feel confident we will carry New York in the 
next presidential election by the largest ma- 
jority for the democracy that the great state 
has everrolled up. I believe we will get at 
least sixty thousand majority.” 

Other Opinions Coincide. 

All tle other New York democrats spoken 
to express the same opinion about this, and if 
the democrats of the country are no more an- 
moyed by last night’s demonstration than they 
are, it will not be given a second thought. 
‘These men believe that the democracy 
of the United States is anxious to elect a presi- 
dent the next time. They believe the de- 
mocracy of the south recognizes the fact that, 
with New York and the other doubtful states 
combined upon aman whois absolutely cer- 
tain tocarry New York, the party is sure to 
win, and they further believe that all sections 
of this country stand willing to unite upona 
man with whom we can win. With Senator 
Hill they know that the democracy will win. 
‘With Mr. Cleveland thechances are the re- 
publicans would again bein power, and with 
them in power there would undoubtedly be 
another attempt, and perhaps, a successful one, 
to foist the force billupon the country. In 
view of all this, democratic success should be 
considered above allthings. The personal am- 
‘bitions of no man should be considered. 

What is wanted is a man with whom we can 
Win.

STILL ELECTING HILL DELEGATES, 


The People of New York Are Rallying to 
j Their Leader. 
Aupany, N. Y., February 12.—[Spocial.]— 
Notwithstanding the great noise made by 
mugwump democratic mass meetings, gotten 
up and presided over by ex-office holders of 
the Cleveland administration, and who are 


doing all within their power to turn the tide [| 


of popular favor from Senator Hill, passing 
resolutions censuring him and the state com- 
mittee for doing what has been deemed to be 
for the best interests of party success, the good 
work goes on of electing Hill delegates to the 
state convention. 

But few conventions were held today. 
Lewis county having but one district, has 
chosen its three Hill delegates. In West- 
chester county, first district, three Hill men 
were chosen. Madison county will be repre- 
sented by three Hill delegates. Monroe 
country also sends Hill delegates from the 
third district. Thusit will be seen that but 
four district conventions were held, each 
electing Hill delegates, twelveinall. 

A late dispatch says all opposition to Hill 
has been abandoned in the Orleans county 
convention to be held tomorrow. Reports from 
all sections in the interior give promise of 
solid Hill delegations. Albany will be the 
last of the counties to hold ita con- 
vention, it having been decided not to hold 
such a conventin till the 20tW. This county 
has always been a Cleveland county, but when 
the time comes her ropresentatives will be 
Senator Hill feels 
very sanguine of success. The opposition 
meeting may be looked upon witha great 
degree of favor, as they will not only show who 
the malcontents are, but will also have a 
tendency tospur the Hill forces to greater 
action where the opposition is the most pro- 
nounced. The only ground upon which the 
followers of Mr. Cleveland have a chance to 
make a stand isthe early date at which the 
convention is to be called. The Hill forces are 
organized, the Cleveland forces disorganized. 


CULLOM FOR THE PRESIDENCY. 


He Responds to a Toast at the Marquette 
Club’s Banquet. 

CHICAGO, February 12.—The Marquette Club 
celebrated the birthday of Abraham Lincoln with 
a banquet at Auditorium hotel tonight, at which 
covers were laid for over five hundred persons.

The principle 
address of the evening was delivered by Senator 
Cullom, of Illinois, who has lately announced him- 
selfas a candidate for the presidency of the 
United States, fand who responded to the toast, 
‘ Abraham Lincoln.”

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North Carolina Opposed to Cleveland. 


RALEIGH, N. C., February 12.—Today State 
Auditor Sanderlin returned from the south- 
eastern part of the state, and was interviewed, 
as it was learned he had some important news 
regarding the feeling of the alliance towards 
Cieveland. He says the master of a 
suballiance, after a meeting at which 
sixty-six members were present, called 
upon them before they left the hall to 
state as to how many of the crowd would vote 
against Cleveland if he were nominated. The 
sixty*six arose as one man. At another sub- 
alliance the inquiry was made, and all again 
arose. The auditor, who is a leading alliance- 
man, said: ‘‘I tell you, it will handicap every 
democratic speaker if Cleveiand is nominated. 
I will gofurther, and say that the allianco 
will not vote for Cleveland, and that his nomi- 
nation wili cost the democrats the electoral 
vote of North Carolina.” 

A Republican Convention Splits. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., February 12.—([Special.]— 
The first thing done in the republican convention 
at Nashville today was to “split,” and up to a late 
hour the split continues. Captain A. G. Sharp 
leads one faction and Mr. Houk, the other. The 
split arises on the question as to how officers are 
selected, Captain Sharp insisting on a committee 
doing the work, Mr, Houk on a popular yote of 
tle convention. ; 

The reason is patent. Evans, of Chattanooga, is 
chairman, and if he appoints the committee to 
select officers, Sharp hasacinch. If the appoint- 
mone is relegated to a popular vote, a hard fight 
results.

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The Tennessee Republicans. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 12.—|Special.]— 
The republican. state executive committee met 
this morning with ten members present, the 
others being represnted by proxy. The faction, 
led by ex-Congressman Evans and A. G. Sharpe of 
Chattanooga, desired to have two conventions, 
one to select delegates to the national convention, 
and the other to nomixate a candidate for gov- 
ernor. This proposition was voted down, however, 
and one convention was called to meet in Nash- 
ville May 4th. The basis of representation will be 
one delegate to each 200 votes for Harrison. 


THE IRISH BILL

Sides of the House. 

LONDON, February 12.—The Irish county coun- 
cils Dill will be brought up in the house next 
Thursday. The McCarthyites and the Parnellites 
will unite in opposition toit. Mr. Gladstone will 
be on hand to tear it to pieces. The electoral dis- 
tricts are arranged on the American gerrymander- 
ing plan.

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Freezing and Starving. 


Loxpon, February 12.—A dispatch from Penza, 
capital of a government of that name in the 
suuthwestern part of what is known as Great 
Russia, is published in The Chronicle today. The 
dispatch says the thermometor registers 58 de- 
grees below zero, and there is_ terrible 
suffering among the peasants. A number 
of men were frozen to death on the high 
roads, and so intensely cold is it that birds 
drop dead from the trees in which they 
had sought shelter. None of the children in Penza 
are allowed to goto school. A quantity of grain 
for the famine sufferers arrived at Penza, but it is 
impossible to distribute it among she peasants in 
the surrounding country owing to the fact that 
nearly all the horses have been killed for food or 
sold to procure money with which to buy the 
necessities of life. Five thousand horses were 
killed in Penza alone, and it is estimated that sev- 
eral million draught animals have been killed 
throughout the empire since autumn. Typhus 
fever,|smallpox and diphtheria are decimating the 
inhabitante around Penza. Two hundred peas- 
ants have died from these diseases. 


Commissioner Nesbitt in Americus. 

AMERICUS, Ga., February 12.—[Special.}—About 
one hundred@and fifty farmers assembled in the 
opera house this afternoon to hear Colonel Nes- 
bitt, commissioner of agriculture, speak. Colonel 
Nesbitt advised the planters to raise less cotton 
and to use more fertilizers on their lands. He 
also urged them to try the culture of tobacco, 
not asa substitute for cotton, but as an experi- 
ment. Colonel Redding, of the experiment 
station, spoke briefly on the same line. 


Burned to Death. 
GREENVILLE, 8. C., February 12.—[{Special.]— 


Mrs. Gregory, who lived one mile from Wellford, 


S. C., while making soap yesterday, had hercloth- 
ing catch on fire,and she was burned to death. 
Her sister, who was present, attempted to extin- 
uish the fire, and was fatally burned also. Mrs 
regory died ina few minutes, and her sister is 
expected to live only a few hours longer.

TRADE OF THE WEEK. 


Cotton Recelpts and Exports Larger Than 
a Year Ago 


AND THE PRICE DECLINED FORTHER, 


But Money Is Very Easy at the 
South and Prospects. Good. 


REPORTS FROM THE BUSINESS CENTERS. 


A Decided Improvement in Some Lines of 
Goods, and the Outlook Favorable. 
Depleted State of the Treasury. 


New York, February 12.—Business failures 
occurring throughout the country during the 
past week, as reported to R. G. Dun & Co, 
number for the United States 235, Canada, 41; 
total 276, against 319 last week. Silver and 
cotton have declined yot further, the latter 
to 7 5-16 cents, the lowest price for many years, 


' and silver bullion to 41 pence at London, the 


lowest price ever recorded, though there fo)- 
lowed a slight recovery to 41}. Cotton re- 
ceipts and exports have both been much 
larger than a year ago, but stocks on hand de- 
crease but slowly and are yery, large and spec- 
ulative sales for the week have been 932,000 
bales. Wheat declined 14 on sales of 46,000,- 
000. bushels, exports being seriously dimin- 
ished, and corn has fallen 14 cents on sales of 
15,000,000 bushie's, western recéipts being un- 
usually large. Lard and hogs were somewhat 
stronger. 

Exports of products from. New York falia 
little below those of the same week last year, 
but shipments from other points continue very 
large. 

The Iron Market. ' 

The production of pig iron is about station- 
ary, amounting February Ist to 187,383 tons, 
against 188,082 January lst, and 146,050 a year 
ago. The stocks of charcoal iron are sub- 
stantially unchanged, and unsold stocks of 
anthracite aro a little smaller than a month 
ago, but the stocks of coke iron are consider- 
ably larger, so that consumption does not 
appear quite up to the enormous supply. No 
change appears in the market for pig iron, and 
rails are in small demand at fair prices. Bar 
iron does not improve, andthe demand for 
plates is smaller than was expected, while the 
collapse of the combinations in beams and 
barbed wire has a somewhat depressing in- 
fluence. ; 

A General Improvement. 

Reports from other cities indicate a general 
improvementin trade. At Philadelphia the 
dry goods trade is quite encouraging, and busi- 
ness in groceries is generally satisfactory, but 
very little is being done in wool, and other 
lines are quiet and without change. Building 
permits were fewer in January than last year, 
but have increased largely in February thus 
far. The prospects at Baltimore are much 
brighter, with a decided improvemept in 
leather, shoes and harness. Better accounts 
aiso come from the south. At Louisville trade 
has improved; at Nashville it is very fair; at 
Memphis light, but improving, and at Mont- 
gomery increasing. At New Orleans business 
in all lines is only fair, but there isa slight 
improvement in cotton, and sugar is firm and 
active with light receipts. 

An Easier Money Market. 

Nearly all the southern points report an 
easier money market and more hopeful pros- 
pects. Moneyis only too abundant, and has 
been quoted on call this week at 25 and 1 per 
cent. 

The treasury continues to lose gold, and has 
caused some embarrassment during the week 
by refusing tosupply domestic exchange ex- 
cept upon actual deposits of gold, but it has 
put out $281,000 more money of al! kinds than 
ithastakenin. With the much reduced rev- 
enue and large disbursement required by ap- 
propriations, the treasury is not in shape to 
bear with ease the strain which financial va- 
garies in congress might put upon it, but confi- 
dence is felt that no measure calculated to do 
harm can be passed over a veto. Meanwhile, 
the dangor of accumulation in excess of public 
needs is illustrated by the furious speculation 
in stocks and cotton, which may yet result in 
some difficulty. 


DANGLING FROM A TREE LIMB, 


Incendiarles Lynched Near Tuscaloosa for 
Their Crimes. 

TUSCALOOSA, Ala., February 12.—{Special.]—Sev- 
eral house burnings have occurred in the Sylvan 
neighborhood, thirteen miles from here, within 
the past few weeks. Circumstances pointed to 
the fact that the same parties had engineered all 
the burnings. It was a determined posse of men 
who concluded to mete out justice to the fire 
fiends. A party of men, after the burning of D. 
5S. Robertson’s storea few nights since, started 
out to track the criminals. They were found 
eight miles from the scene of their crime. The 
fire-bugs were negroes and ex-convicts. A’ pre- 
liminary trial was given them before a justice, 
They confessed to having burned Robertson’s 
store, and two others, also being placed in charge 
of two guards toremain over night, the citizens 
retired. During the night a mob of thirty masked 
men overpowered the guards. The prisoners were 
found next morning dangling from a limb dead, 
On one’s back was, ‘‘Warning to all house burn- 
ers ;’’ on the other, ‘‘Protection to our homes,”

Typhus Fever Among Hebrews.

To Be Built for Training Medical Prac- 
titloners. 


THE LARGEST SOUTHERN BUILDING 


Of the Kind Will Soon Be 
Started. 


THE SOUTHERN MEDICAL’S NEW PLAN, 


By Which Atlanta Is to Be Given the 
Largest Medical College Build- 
ing in the South. 


The finest medical college building in the 
south— 

The most elaborately equipped training 
school for medical students. south of Mason 
and Dixon’s line. 

That will: be one of Atlanta’s immediate 
acquisitions. 

And its coming isnot intended as an an- 
tagonistic clement to anything of the kind 
Atlanta now has or may ever secure. 

Only a more commodious and complete 
building is the object, the same curriculum 
and staff of professors Atlanta has known for 
the last decade being in the change. 

Over one hundred thousand doliars will be 
distributed in the work necessary to produce 
the new building. 

And that money will be dispensed between 
now and the Ist of October next. 

Atlanta now has four medical colleges, the 
Atlanta, the Southern Medical, the Georgia 
Eclecti¢ and the Women’s Medical College of 
Georgia. Except the Women’s Medical each 
owns valuable and handsome property in At- 
lanta. The Atlanta Medical college is the 
oldest in the city and was  organ- 
ized = years ago with stich dis- 
tinguished members of the profession as Dr, 
H. V. M: Miller, Dr. A. W. Calhoun, Dr. 
Toddand thelate Dr. Westmoreland at its 
head. It rapidly sprang into prominence as 
an educational institution, and from its in- 
fancy almost has been considered as one of the 
finest and most secure medical schools in the 
south, a diploma fromit indicating not only 
complete training, but deep study and 
thorough research. A large, roomy 
and finely equipped building onthe corner 
of Butler and Jenkins stroets, is of itself a 
monument to the zeal and hard work of those 
who have labored for the school from which 
many of the most map ene physicians and 
surgeons of the south y came. 

So complete was the training of the Atlanta 
Medical college that it was inadequate to the 
demands made upon it fifteen years ago. 

Physicians observed this, and moved by a 
devotion to their profession and a desire to 
see those wanting to follow it equipped for 
the work, decided to found another school. 
Dr. Thomas S. Powell, for years and years 
one of Atianta’s most prominent physicians, 
was one of the first observers, and at once 
went to work for another college. Dr. Powell 
had never known what failure meant, and in 
1879 sat under an umbrella one warm August 
afternoon to see the corner stone of the South- 
ern Medical college laid. 

That fali the school openei. and with such 
entlemen as Dr. William Perrin’ Nicolson, 
ir. G. G. Roy, Dr. A. G. Hobbs, Dr. W. 5. 

Elkin and Dr. A. McF. Gaston at its head, has 
made a most pronounced success. 

Subsequently the other two colleges were 
opened. 


There was no rivalry between the Atlanta 


and tke Southern, both of the same school, and 


year after year an army of graduates went out 


to do the work to which they had been trained. 

But in 1884 a rivalry, though of a most 
friendly character, sprang up. 

At that time Atlanta had no hospital. Dur- 
ing that yeara number of good ladies, bound 
by tiesof marriage relationship and friend- 
ship to the professors of the Southern Medical 
college, held a fair for the purpose of raising 
money with which to erect a hospital. With 
the money the house and lot now known as 
the Providence infirmary were purchased and a 
hospital was opened. : 

This gave the Southern Medical college an 
edge on the Atlanta because the Southern had 
“‘clinics.”” 

For a time it was openly apparent that the 
hospital and the Southern Medical college 
were separate institutions, but a few years ago 
the ladies who had secured the property sur- 
rendered it to a board of trustees. That board 
was composed of Dr. T. 8S. Powell, Dr. Nicol- 
son, Dr. Roy and Dr. Bizzell. These same 
gentlemen were in charge of the college, and 
in a short time the Southern Medical college 
and the Providence infirmary were apparently 
boon companions, if not actual partners. 

During these changes the Grady hospital 
was originated and found its location on a big 
lot just opposite the Atlanta Medical college. 

This made the devotees of the old college 
sinile. 

A year ago the general council began formu- 
lating plans for a board of control for the hos- 

ital, and among the names mentioned was 
Dr. A. W.Calhoun, of the Atlanta college, 
in connection with the board.

Even the smaller figures were an inducement, 
and the trustees began considering the prop- 
osition. A first step in the consideration, 
however, was securing a lot for anew build- 
ing. Naturally the gentlemen went near the 
Grady hospital, and within the past few weeks 
have secured options on three pieces of prop- 


erty. 

But the terms are unknown. 

The gentlemen were all quite reticent when 
approached, but one of them, a most promi- 
nent member of the faculty, said: 

“We can sell at any day we want at good 
round figures, andif we find wecan get the 

iece of land we most desire, near the Grady 
oe ital, we will close at once.” 

“Then what?” 

‘‘We will build the finest and most complete 
medical college in the south. Nota college to 
antagonize any now in existence, but one 
which will be a pride to every member of 
every other medical college in the south.” 

The cost of the ground and the buildirgs to 
be erected will be over one hundred thousand 
dollars and if the trade is consummated, as it 
is almost certain to be, the next term of the 
Southerm Medical will be opened in the new 
building. 

The building of the new college will only 
guarantee to Atlanta and the south the con- 
tinuation of the excellent system of training 
now in vogue. Only the most friendly rivalry 
has ever éxisted, no jealousy or ill feeling be- 
ing in it.

The Richmond and Danville Raises the 
Question Concerning an Amendment 


GIVING POWERS 10 THE COMMISSION. 


@he Richmond and Danville Has Been 
‘ Violating Order 171, and Thinks the 
Commission Was Wrong. 


There is a legal bout going on between the 
Richmond and Danville Railroad Company 
that is of genera! interest, involving as it does, 
the constitutionality of an important amend- 
ment to the law prescribing the powers and 
duties of the Georgia railroad commission. 

For some time the Richmond and Danville 
Railroad Company and the lines of railroad 
operated by it in Georgia have been, it is 
charged, violating the joint freight rule, em- 
‘braced in a circular issued by the a 
railroad commission on September 4, 1890. 
As a consequence of this numerous com- 
plaints have been sent to the commission 
against the roads operated by the Richmond 
and Danville company. Orders were served 
on the company to cease such violation. 

In response to the following notice, which 
was served on thecompany by the railroad 
commission January 12, 1892, Captain Jack- 
son, attorney for the Richmond and Danville 
company, filed a bill yesterday in the United 
States court, asking thatthe commission be 
enjoined from proceeding against said com- 
pany in certain cases therein named. 

The Commission’s Notice. 

The cominission’s notice is as follows: - 

The numerous complaints against the Richmond 
and Danviile system and the roads operated by 
thein ind cate the clear purpose of those roads to 
disregaru our rule 1g reference to joint rates, and 
we find ourselves therefore under the disagreea- 
bie necessity of employing the means which the 
law has provided to enforce obedience to these 
rules anu regulations, 

We trust that your road will see the importance 
of oe with these rules and regulations at 
once, thereby obviating the necessity of institut- 
ing a mu'iitude of suits against the several roads 
operated by the Richmond and Danville system. 

The commission has waited patiently for. weeks 
in the vain hope that this wouid be done, and no 
alternative seems now left but the above indi- 
cated. 

Please accept this as our formal gyros to 
the institution of suits which will certainly be 
brought unless within thirty days there isa com- 
pliance with our circular No. 171. 

What the Bill Sets Forth. 


The bill, in a lengthy recital of details, 
states thatin 1889 the general assembly of 
Georgia enacted a law amending the general 
railroad commission law of the state, pre- 
scribing and regulating the authority, power 
and duty of said commission to fix rates and 
regulate shipments of freight passing over two 
distinct and separate lines of railway from 
one station to another within the state liMite. 

Acting under the authority and provisions 
ofsaid amendment to the general law on 
September 4, 1890, the commission issued 
what it termed rate circular 171, fixing a 
joint rate schedule, layinga common rate for 
roads handling joint business in Georgia. The 
principal stipulation of this circular is that 
where freight from one point in Georgia to 
another point in Georgia is handled by two or 
more roads the rate to be charged shall not ex-

CIRCULAR NO. 208. 


The following has been adopted as Rule No. 32, 
ofthe “Rules Governing the Transportation of 
Freight.” 

RULE NO. 32. 

1, Railroads shall, without d@lay, switch off and 
deliver to any connecting road of the same gauge, 
all cars consigned to points on or beyond such 
connecting roads. 

2. They shall, at the terminus or intermediate 
oint, without obstructiorf or delay, receive from 
he connecting road of the same gauge, when 

offered, a'l cars consigned to any point on theroad 
to which the same is offered, or on any connectin 
road with said road, to whichit is destined, an 
totransport said cara tothetr destination with 
reasona!:!e diligence. 

3. No railroad shall discriminate in its rates or 
tariffs of freight in favor of any line or route con- 
nectcd with it, as against any other line or route, 
nor wheii a part of its own line is sought to be run 
in connection with any other route, shall such rail- 
road diseriminate against such connecting line in 
favor of the balance of its own line, but said rail- 
road shali have the same rates for all, and shall 
afford the usual and like customary facilities for 
the interchange of freight to patrons ofeach and 
all lines alike. 

This circular to take effect at once.

It was lively because of the: continued spar- 
ring between the lawyers, and the refusal of 
the Messrs. Ryan to answer the questions put 
to them ‘and 

It was lively for another reason. 

That wasa lively scene in which Mr. Stephen 
A. Ryan and Mr. Jack J. Spalding participated. 
Mr. Spalding, as one of the leading attorneys 
for the creditors of Mr. Ryan, has figured 
largely in bringing the case to the present 
status, and it seems he is not particularly 
beloved by Mr. Ryan in consequence. 

Yesterday this unpleasant feeling came very 
near resulting in a personal encounter. The 
two met face to face, and what followed was a 
masterpiece in dramatic acting. Nota word 
was spoken, but it was thrilling and exciting, 
nevertheless. 

The Hearing Yesterday Morning. 

The attorneys for L. and ©. Wise, and others, 
had summoned Mr. John Ryan, Sr., 
Mr. John F. Ryan, Mr. Steve Ryan, 
and others of the Ryan family 
to appear at Commissioner Parry’s office for 
the purpose of taking depositions touching the 
general issues in the Ryan case. 

Promptly at 10 o’clock yesterday morning 
Mr. Steve Ryan was brought into Mr. Parry’s 
office by Deputy Sheriff Donehoo. His father 
and brother were present, besides a number of 
lawycrs. 

Captain Jackson, Mr. Walter R. Brown, Mr. 
Albert Cox, Mr. Julius L. Brown and Judge

THE NEW YORE MAREET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. . 


NEW YORK, February 12.—At the stock exchange 
this was another exceptionally heavy day, although 
there was no comparison either as to the amount of 
business done or the excitement attendant on trading. 
Theculmivation of the deal was followed by large 
realizations by followers of the syndicate, and there 
was a considerable pressure on Coal stocks from a 
bear source, cdvocates of lower figures being spe- 
cially anxious to retrieve some of their losses by the 
recent rise, and rumors were circulated to this end 
that a legal proceeding would be taken to prevent 
the consummation of arrangements made by coal 
companies. Rumors, however, had no special effect, 
the impression being that such proceedings, if brought 
at all, would be for merely speculative purposes, and 
the declines effected in the stocks of these roads today 
were entirely the effect of selling to realize by specu- 
lative buyers. Coal shares were still the most promi- 
nent group in the market, but they were not so over- 
shadowing as yesterday, and other stocks than those 
which are supposed to be benefited by, the combina- 
tion were largely traded in at times. London was 
a large selier of St. Paul and some others, but bought 
little. Erie and Chicago bought Chieago Gas, but let 
it off in late trading with the rest of the list. Rich- 
mond and West Point stocks were very prominent on 
the rumors that a reorganization committee report, 
to be issued in a short time, would be very favorable. 
The bears wade considerable capital out of the posi- 
tion of the foreign exchange market pointing out 
that demand bills are now dangerously near the gold 
exporting point and still tending upward. The trans- 
actions in Reading were, of course, most strixing, and 
trading in the last hour was equal to anything seen 
yesterday after the first hour, when it fell rapidly over 
5 per cent. Early dealings in all Coalers were 
marked by great irregularity, and while Jersey 
Central rose 3 per cent and Lackawanna 4, the im- 


provement was more than wiped out during the day- 4 


A sharp rally in Jersey Central in the last few minutes 
saved it from scoring a material loss for the day. New 
England followed the leader very clossly, but other 
stocks were traded in within narrow limits except 
Iowa Central preferred, which was-a strong point of 
the day, rising 7 per centto 55, and ciosing only ‘4 
percent below its best figures. In early dealings, 
after a strong opening, Reading fell away rapidly, 
whiie Jersey and Lackawanna advanced, the general 
list also showing greatirregularity of the movement 
without scoring any material changes. Jersey after- 
wards gave way, but the strengthin Chicago Gag pre- 
venteil any etampede in the market for some time. 
Lata in the day Reading again dropped suddenly and 
everything followed, the transactions at the time 
being extremely heavy. The market, under this in- 
fluence, closed active and weak, notwithstanding the 
rally in a few shares in the last few minutes. The 
losses of note comprise only Reading 444, New England 
2'5, Delaware and Hudson 2 and Cordage 1% per cent.

NEW YORK, February 12.—An advance of 4-644 was 
the response that Liverpool made this morning to our 
improvement of yesterday. Part of it-was lost before 
the close which, however, was steady at 2 to 3-64d im- 
provement on last night’s figuree. Private cables to 
us from Manchester report that there is a better feel. 
ing in the market there, and that the outlook is de- 
cidedly improved. The official cable reports a harden- 
ing tendency in the yarn market, with a better inquiry 
for cloths although but littie new business has as yet 
resulted. The New York market opened steady at 
about last night’s prices, but by 11 o’clock had de- 
clined fully ten points as compared with last evening. 
The cause of the decline was selling to realize upon the 
apprehension of a very heavy interior movement this 
week. The offerings were not, however, excessive, and 
with their exhaustion the market again improved, and 
by 1 o’clock had recovered five points of the earlier 
loss. The situation does not give evidence of any very 
large long interest. The liquidation earlier in the 
week seems to have exhausted the supply of weakly 
held long cotton, and we are inclined to believe that 
the surplus supply through the medium of future con- 
tracts is daily drifticg into strong hands who will be 
disposed to hold it pending developments, which they 
probably believe will foreshadow a much-reduced pro- 
duction next year. The interior movement promises 
to b@ about 50,000 against 41,000 last year, and the indi- 
cated plantation deliveries are about 170,000 
against 128,000 last year. Our New Or- 
leans telegrams indicates that the total 
amount coming in sight this week will be 205,000 
against 149,000 last year. These figures are enormous, 
but the movement of this year’s cropis getting to be 
daily less regarded as the talk of reduced production 
next season becomes more genera!. New Orleans 
receipts tomorrow are estimated at 6,000 bales. During 
the afternoon the market continued steady, closing 
within about six points of last evening, some of the 
sellers of the morning covering during the afternoon 
as a result ofa lighter interior movement than had 
been expected. Receipts at twenty-four interior towns 
foot up about 47,000 against 41,060 last ycar. We have 
the following estimates of next week's port receipts 
from our correspondents at the various marketa, 
namely: New Orleans, 65,000 to 60,000; Savannah, 10,000; 
Charieston, 6,000; Norfolk, 6,590. These figures point to 
a total port movement of about 130,/00 bales against 
122,000 last year.

The Commercial Travelers’ Case Taken 
Before the Convention. 


THE FORMAL PAPERS FILED YESTERDAY. 


The Petition Sets Forthin Brief the Efforts 
of the 8. T. A. to Secure Thousand. 
Mile Booka, 


The commorcial travelers ate in carnest 
about those thousand-mile books—a petition 
filed with the railway commission of Georgia 
yesterday shows that, 

That petition was the prayer of Mr. Charles 
J. Branan, of this city; he makes it both as a 
‘citizen and as the chairman of the railroad 
committee of the Commercial. Travelers’ As- 
sociation. 

The history of this movement to secure one 
and twothousand mile books is pretty familiar 
tothe people of Atlanta. For about threo 
years the matter has been up in one way or 
another, all this time Mr. Branan being the 
chief mover init. Hehas brought the mat- 
ter before the railroads upon overy possible 
opportunity, with but little encourage 
ment, it seems. Now he comes to 
the railway commission, and through his 
attorneys, Messrs. Kontz & Conyers, asks that 
the coinmission take hold of the matter and 
provide the relief to which he believes the 
traveling public is entitled. 

The Formal Prayer. 

The paper filed by these gentlemen yester- 
day se's forth concisely the status of the case. 
It reads: a 

To the Honorable Railroad Commission of the 
Btate of Georgia—The petition of C. I. Uranan, a 
citizen of Georgia and of Fulton county, and as 
chairman of the railroad committee of the Com- 
mercial Travelerg’ Association in said state, re- 
spectiully shows: That as such ehairman he has 
bad control of all dealings of said association with 
railroads; that he has, at various times, made ap- 
plication to, and urged upon the proper officers of 
railroad systems controlling roads in Georgia, the 
fssuing Of mileage books or tickets at the rate of 
$0 per thousand miles; that he has, before the 
filing of this, his petition, made the same request 
of the Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion, but, remembering their recent memorable 
*“circular’’ aimed at reduced rates has deemed it 
unnecessary to await their reply,before filing this, 
his petition, with your honorable body. 

Petitioner believes that the interests of the peo- 
ple of the state demand that said request be 

anted, and that the same would be not only fair, 

ut — and reasonable to the railroads. 

Wherefore petitioner, in behalf not only of the 
large body of the traveling public which he im- 
mediately represents, but asa citizen of Georgia, 

rays your honorable body for himself and for the 

nefit of the people of Georgia: 

1. To require the railrozds of class A, standard 
passenger tariffs, to sell one and two thousand 
mile tickets, under the same rules, and good, as at 
present, for one yearfrom date of purchase, at 
the rate of $20 per 1000 miles. 

2, That companies owning or controlling more 
than one line of road be required to make 
said books or tickets good on all their divisions of 
said class A: 

Petitioner further prays that an early date may 
be sct when he may be permitted to present to 
your tqporable body the reasons why he thinks his 
foregoif™® petition should be granted; and that 
said railroads be given such notice as may be re- 
quired by law, and the rules thereunder made by 
your honorable body. C. l. BRANAN, 

_ Petitioner. 
By his attorneys, Kontz & Conyers, 
Mr. Branan Talks. 

“T haven’t anything particular to say on the 
subject,” said Mr. Charley Branan, when seen 
by a ConsTITUTION reporter. ‘‘The formal 
paper filed by Judge Kontz .and Mr. Conyers 
tells the story better, perbaps, than I could 
myself: I would like to emphasize the fact, 
however, that while this movement is started 
by the commercial travelers, it is a movement 
If our prayer is 
granted the entire public will be benefited, 
for anybody can purchase the tickets. It is to 
the interest of the-railroads, too, to grant what 
weaskand to encourage the traveling men 
every way possible. The drummers are in 
reality freight solicitors for the railroads; the 
more trips they make and the more business 
they get, the more freight this means for the 
roads. They shouid, therefore, give every 
encouragement possible to the traveling men. 
Then the public is interested in another way. 
A reduction in traveling expenses would ena- 
bie the merchants to ake a corresponding re- 
duction in their prices. Any increase in ex- 
penses means a corresponding increase to the 
consumer—comes, in fact, from the pockets of 
the consumer. There seems to be every rea-

A GOOD DEAL OF TALK 


Was the Result of The Constitution's Pub- 
lication of Judge Rodgers’s Suit. 

Judge Rodgers’s suit against the city caused a 
good deal of talk yesterday. . 

The city officials all laugh at it, and say that 
nothing will ever come of it. 

_Ex-Mayor George Hillyerthinks that there is 
— to be feared from the suit by the defend- 
fences of it yesterday, he said: 

“Lam very familiar with thatlaw under which 
the suit is brought. As to Messrs. Hemphill and 
Rice, it seems to me that there is no sort of dan- 
ger. There is one section of the bill which gives 
an informer bringing a suit part of the 
emg | he — recover, and it is 

eft to the courtand jury to say how much that 

penalty shall be. It may be a few cents ora large 
amount. But it is under another section of the 
bill entirely different that a provision is inserted 
imposing a fine on individuals who issue bonds of 
a Corporation that have not been registered in the 
secretary of state’s office. This is just like the 
Jaw which provides afinein any case of misde- 
meanor. A person could be indicted in sucha 
case, but no informer can bring a civil action for 
the fine as is attempted here, Besides, Messrs. 
Hemphill and Rice did not sell any bonds in 
Georgia, but in New York, and it would be hard 
to find a grand jury in Georgta that would indict 
a man for an offense committed in New York. 

“The law of 1876 was _passed in Mayor Ham- 
mock’s time, and he at once had all the bonds of 
the city registered. When I went into office as 
mayor in 1885 the matter seemed to have been 
overlooked, or omitted, and I had all bonds of the 
city duly registered down to date, and every time 
any bonds of my administration were issued, they 
were duly registered. Mr. Farrar, the then treas- 
urer of the city, went out of oflice before any new 
bonds were issued, and the subject 
seems to have again been lost sight of 
until yesterday, when all the bonds issued in the 
meanilne were again registered down to date, and 
on the same day this suit was brought. There have 
been several similar suits brought, but none of 
them, I think, have ever amounted to anything in 
the end. 

‘The supreme court has expressly held, as I un- 
derstand it, that it is in the discretion of the jury 
to allow no more than a mere nominal penalty, 
and it is hardly to be supposed thatany jury would 
give more than mere nominal damage against the 
city in sucha case.”’ 


AN OLD PROJEGT’S NEW PROSPECTS, 


Work Is to Be Resumed on the Middle 
Georgia and Atlantic at an Early Date. 
Colonel E. C. Machen says that the Middle 

Georgia and Atlantic railroad will be completed 

in the nearfuture. He has been in Savannah in 

conference with the syndicate there. The first 
thing on the programme is to fron the ruad,which 
is-already graded from Macon to Covington. 

Then the company will havea line from Coving- 

ton, on the Georgia road, to Eatonton, in Putnam 

county. That will be agood start on the road, 
which is to be an air-line from Covingtonto Sa- 
vannah. ‘The original intention was to build an 
air-line from Covington to Atlanta and save 
several miles on the Georgia, but that will not 
be touched until the rest of the line is completed. 

Being asked when the line fron: Eatonton to 

Savannah will be built, Coloficl Machen stated: 

‘Arranzements will probably be made at an early 

date to completethe whole line. The prospects 

are very bright at present. Ithink there will be 
no difficulty now in securing money to build the 
road. No road ever started out of or toward Sa- 
vannah with such asplendid grant for the city 
as that of Hutchinson’s island to the Middle 

Georgia and Atlantic, and this will be recognized 

by the investors. The capitalists recognize the 

ome that now is the time to build such a 

road.”

‘He listened tothe proceedings in the Von der 
Hoya case forsome time witb evident interest 
and as he rose to retire, Judge Speer suspende 
the hearing of the case, and witha grace and ten- 
derness that cannot be portrayed, assisted his 
illustrious predecessor to the floor and escorted 
him from the room. 

“The incident made a deep impression upon the 
8 ators. The venerable and vener jurist, 
ripe in years and crowned with honors, whose ut- 
terances fromthe bench which he had just va- 
cated commanded the respect and admiration of 
the ablest lawyers of the nation, arm in arm with 
his talented and comparatively youthfal suc- 
cessor, retiring with erect carriage and firm step 
from the judicial halls over which he had shed so 
much luster, formed a striking and impressive 
tableau, and the occupants of the courtroom in- 
voluntarily murmured applause.
